DEMOCRATS WILL WIN 


IF THE ALLIANCE HAS a PRESI- 
DENTIAL TICKET, 


THAT IS WHAT SENATOR EDMUNDS THINKS. 


How the Senator Figures It Out that an 
Alliance Presidential Ticket Might 
Hurt the Republican Party. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The Star tonight 
publishes a two-column interview with Sen- 
ator Edmunds upon the present political 
situation and outlook. 

As between the two great parties the 
senator does not see any great difference 
between the situation uow and what it has 
been for several years. But .as to the 
Farmers’ Alliance the situation is one of 
interest and importance, be- 
cause of its possible effect upon the next 
national election. The reporter asked; 

“What dangers to both parties and to. the 
gountry are there in the situation?”’ 

GOOD FOR THE DEMOCHATS. 

“I don’t think there is any danger to 
the democratic party,’ the senator replied, 
with a faintsmile, ‘‘for in this respect all is fish 
that comes to its net, or, indeed, goes into 
the net of the Farmers’ Alliance, for in the 
next presidential election, if the Farmers’ 
Aaliance should carry many states, without 
havinga majority of the whole electoral college, 
the simple result would be that there would 
be no election by the people, as it is called, 
and the present house of representatives, 
having a very large democratic majority of 
the states as well as members, would elect 
the democratic candidate in the constitu- 
tional and regular way, although he may 
hvae carried a smaller number of states. 
As to the danger of the republican party, it 
is that the farmers may carry in the next 
presidential election some states that would 
otherwise vote for the republican candidate, 
and thus, in effect, if there should be no 
election by the people, give the election to 
the democratic candidate by the house of 
representatives.’’ 

WHAT WILL BE THE ISSUE. 
‘What do you think will be the issue of 


the presidential campaign proper?’’ 


“The republicans will doubtless stand on 
the same ground for justice and equality of 
rights among citizens of the United States 
and fair elections and for the protection of 
American labor and industries that it has 


| maintained hitherto.” 


“Do you think that the silver will be an

‘How is the feeling of ‘unrest among 
certain classes to be. met?’’ 

“J think it is to be met as every other 
disturbance in society ought to be—by can- 
did consideration, by correct information, 
just reas@ming and the enactment of such 
laws as may fairly appear to be promotive 
of general public good. It is upon such 
consideration that every government of the 


people must be carried on.’’ 
ALREADY A THIRD PARTY. 

“Is the third party movement likely, and, 
if so, what might it lead to? Is communism 
atthe bottom of it?” 

‘‘A third party movement,” replied the sen- 
ator, ‘‘does now exist in the Farmers’ Al- 
liance enterprise. If successful to the extent 
of having the president and both houses of 
congress, it would doubtless lead to the enact- 
mentofthe measures they have already in- 
dicated, and then in a very short time 
whether those measures were good for the 
farmers, or extremely baa for them, would 
manifestly appear. I donot think that com- 
munism is at the bottem of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance movement. The percentage 
of communists in this country 
is, I believe, at present, almost infinitely 
small. The great body of laboring people of 
the country—which, taking all departments of 
human activity, embraces probably ninety-five 
one-hundredthsof the whole number of grown 
up people—are altogether too intelligent and 
too honest to think that communism wiil be of 
any benefit to them or their families, but they 
believe that it is destructive of private rights, 
of personal prosperity and personal happiness, 
and if carried iato practice would effect the 
maintenance of the vicious and lazy and 
ignorant out of the toil of intelligent and in- 
dustrious people.”’ 

HOW FINANCES ABE AFFECTED, 

‘“How might the finances of the country be 
affected by this movement?” 

“The finances of the country always depend 
very largely upon the confidence that the peo- 
ple engaged in business and the people having 
capital have in the administration of Its gov- 
ernment. Ifany of the movements of which 
we have been speaking should appear so form- 
idable as to make unsound legislation at all 
probable, the finances of the country would be 
very greatly disturbed, and that, of course, 
would disturb every branch of labor and busi- 
ness, This everybody perfectly understands,”

THE KEPUBLICANS WIN. 


Cincinnati Elects the Entire 
Ticket. 

Cincinnati, O., April 6.—[Special.]—No 
municipal election held in this city in years 
has excited as much interest here and through- 
out the state as the one today. It was a battle 
royal between the democratsand the republi- 
cans, with no side issues to distract the atten- 
tion of the voters. Both parties recognized it 
as the preliminary Skirmish before the great 
battle of this fall, when a governor and a 
United States senator are to be elected. A 
very large vote was polled for 
& spring election, and the total 
will probably exceed 50,000. The contest was 
conducted in a quiet and orderly manner, and 
there was not a fight or disturbance in the en- 
tire city. Both parties had strong general 
tickets, but the nominations for council in some 
of the wards on both’ tickets were a disgrace 
to those who made them. At least a dozen of 
the candidates of both parties for ward officers 
are notorious ward bummers. 

THE MAYORALTY CANDIDATES. 

The republican candidate for mayor is the 
present incumbent, who was elected by a nar- 
row margin two years ago. The democratic 
candidate forthe same position was Colonel 
Gustave Tafel, a well-known German lawyer 
and soldier, who has held many important po- 
sitions in the Turners’ and other German socie- 
ties. It was thought that on account of his high 
standing among the Teutonic voters, he would 
cut down the heavy republican majoritiesin the 
German wards. While Tafel was acceptable 
to the Germans, he incurred the enmity of the 
democratic Irish by his anti-Catholic utter- 
ances, and it was feared by the democrats and 
hoped for by the republicans that Mosby 
would make up among the Irish what he lost 
among the Germans. : 

THE CONTENDING CLAIMS. 

When the polls closed the republicans 
claimed their whole ticket by majorities 
ranging from 2,000 to 6,000. This city has 
always been republican in asquare contest,

but the good work of the democratic legislature 


in giving this city a charter, and making most 
of the boards non-partisan, would have a good 
influence forthem. It has been thought from 
the first that the race between Mosby and 
Tafel would be close, and the result verifies 
this opinion. The returns have come in very 
fast, and both sides claim the election of 
the mayor, with only a few precincts to hear 
from. It is probable that Tafel has won by 
from 500 to 800 majority. The vote between 
Saylor, democrat, and Smith, republican, for 
superior judge, is very close, and the same is 
true as between Ormstead, democrat, and 
Gregg, republican, for police court judge. The 
most notable victory of the election is that of 
Horstman, republican, for corporation counsel, 
who made his campaign on his opposition to 
the gas company, which has had Cincinnati at 
its mercy for the past ten years. He has run 
far ahead ef any one and his majority may 
reach 7,000. 
THE COUNT COMPLETE, 

The count of the entire city was completed 
at 10:30 o'clock, and showed that the whole 
republican ticket was elected without a single 
exception. The coutest between Mosby and 
Tafel for mayor was very close, the republican 
candidate having only 13,969 plurality. The 
other majorities were: Smith, republican, 
supreme court judge, 1,916; police quise, 
Gregg, republican, 1,500; city auditor, Brown, 
republican, 2,612; city treasurer, Ziegler, re- 
publican,2,744 ; corporation counsel, Hurstman, 
republican, 8,937; magistrate, Tyrell, repub- 
lican, 3,406. The total vote of the city isa 
few short of 52,000. 

In Other Ohio Cities. 


PitTTsBuRG, April 6.—A special from Find- 
lay, Ohio, says: Returns from various cities 
of northwestern Ohio on the rounicipal elec- 
tions of today indicate that the democrats 
have carried the cities of Findlay, Napoleon, 
Defiance, Wapakonetsa, Lima and Upper 
Sandusky, while the republicans have been 
successful at Toledo, Fostoria, Bowling Green, 
North Baltimore and Bluffton. While the is- 
sues were purely local, the result is regarded 
as signiticant of the fall contest. 


A NEW MAN WILL BE CHOSEN. 


It Now Looks as if Neither Call Nor Dunn 
Will Get It. 

TALLAHASSEE, Fla,, April 6.—[Special.J— 
The Florida legislature convenes at 12 o’clock 
tomorrow. Nearly all the members haye ar- 
rived. The alliance caucussed in the court- 
house at 12 o’clock today, to effect a perma- 
nent organization. Rh, F. Rogers was made 
permanent chairman and A. 8. Mann perma- 
nent secretary. They decided not to take any 
independent action in the organization of the 
two houses tomorrow, but to submit the names 
of the officers to the democratic.members. 

In the senatorial] race Call and Dunn, the 
heretofore prominent candidates, have come 
up with small followings. The alliance will 
bring in their man later on, and carry him 
through with arush. They will take neither 
Call nor Dunn. 

Democrats in both branches of the legisla- 
ture, which meets tomorrow, held caucuses to- 
night for the nomination of officers. There is 
only one republican in the legislature, and the 
democratic nomination means election. J. B. 
Brown, of Key West, was nominated for pres- 
ident of the senate, receiving seventeen out of 
thirty-one votes cast. He was the candidate 
of the Call faction, anditis believed that his 
vote about indicates Call’s strength in the 
upper house. 


SPRECKELS AND THE TRUST. 


They Have Come to an Understanding and 
There Will Be No Competition. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—The Record says: 
“After a fight of over three years Claus 
Spreckels and the sugar trust have come to 
an understanding by which there will be no 
further competition between them. The ne- 
gotiations, which have been going on for some 
time, now at New York and again at San 
Francisco, were virtualty concluded in this 
city on Sunday, Theodore Havemeyer, of 
New York, president of the sugar trust, went 
through the big refinery of Spreckels on that 
day and made a careful examination of it. Mr, 
Searles, of New York, secretary of the trust, 
and other gentlemen interested in it were also 
in the city, and it is understood that the agree- 
ment reached at San Francisco last week be- 
tween Claus Spreckels and J. Craig Have- 
meyer was endorsed.

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THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


WHICH ARE TO BE LOCATED IN 
ROME AND COLUMBUS. 


A GOOD CHANCE FOR LAND JOBBING: 


An Agent of the Treasury Who Will Have 
It in His Power to Make an Honest 
Penny by Giving a Friendly Tip. 


Wasurnoton, April 6.—[Special.)—The sec- 
retary of the treasury today opened the bids 
for the location of the site for the new public 
building to be erected at Rome, Ga. Accord- 
ing tothe specifications provided in the bid, 
the site must be 130x100 feet if a corner lot, or 
160x100 if an interior lot. 

KEPT A SECRET. 

After opening the bids, Secretary Foster re- 
fused to make public the names of the bidders, 
on the ground that it would precipitate a fierce 
local fight and cause the department no end of 
trouble. As tha sites for over a hundred build- 
ings are to be located within the next month, 
the secretary is anxious to avoid the annoyance 
of listening to delegations sent to Washington 
in the interest of certain sites. He will senda 
special agent to Rome and the other places, to 
investigate the bids and act upon the agent's 
recommendations. 

A CHANCE FOK COLLUSION. 


This plan was not adopted until the advent/ 


of the present administration. It has been 
subjected to well-merited criticism. By giving 
the people of the city, who are interested in 
the location, no opportunity of expressing 
their opinion before the site is located, a 
greatinjustice is often done. However, it 
opens the way for land jobbing, the very thing 
which the department ought to avoid. In case 
the agent js at all disposed to turn an honest 
penny or two, he has everything in his own 
hands. His recommendation ‘‘goes’’ with the 
secretary of the treasury. It is easy for him to 
give the tip about his recommendation to a 
and syndicate, who can buy up the ground 
in the vicinity of the new public building be- 
fore the site is located. The old treasury off- 
ciais do not hesitate to condemn this plan of 
secrecy. They predict that it will result, 
sooner or later, in a gigantic scandal.

ALL QUIET IN THE COKE REGIONS 


The Work of Arresting the Ring Leaders of 
the Riot a Difficult Job. 

MT. PLEASANT, Pa., April 6.—Quiet pre- 
vails in the coke regions today. Sheriff Claw- 
son came over from Greensburg this morning 
and wasa very busy man. He bas warrants 
for twenty-five of the rioters,and will probably 
have warrants for about fifty more before the 
day isover. These warrants are all placed in 
the hands of constables and deputies help in 
arrests. This was a lively day for the differ- 
ent township officers as|they were ordered to go 
ahead with the arrests immediately, so that 
the leaders of the rioters will be safely jailed 
before the soldiers leave here. 

THE LEADERS HIDING OUT. 

During the morning six men were arrested, 
and there was considerable trouble in securing 
them. It hasnow become generally known 
among the strikers that warrants are out for 
the supposed leaders in the riot, and they are 
keeping themselves hid as much as possible. 

Superintendent Morrissey returned from 
Greensburg at 11 o’clock today, and imme- 
diately went before a squire and swore out 
warrants for the arrest of fifteen additional 
Italians. These warrants were placed in the 
hands of constables, and it is expected that be- 
fore midnight at least thirty of the rioters will 
be in jail. 

It is probable that evictions of tenants from 
the company’s houses will be commenced very 
soon, probably this week, At any rate it will 
be done before the soldiers leavejhere,and it is 
believed that this was the cause of the confer- 
ence between the sheriff and the representa- 
tive of the operators. 

Several carloads of provisions were received 
today and distributed among the strikers. 

ARRESTING THE DEPUTIES ALSO. 

Up to night several Morewood rioters have 
been arrested, and eight deputies who did the 
shooting. Thesquire before whom the hear- 
ings were held found a precedent somewhere, 
held those charged with riot and carrying con- 
cealed weapons in $1,000 bail, while the depu- 
ties charged with murder were released on 
$300. Itissaid that the wounded strikers, 
previously reported as having died Saturday, 
will be privately buried tomorrow. 


THE UPRISING IN INDIA. 


A Force of British Soldiers Led into a Trap 
and Slaughtered. 

CautcuTtTa, April 6.—If present indications 
turn out to be correct, there is very serious 
trouble brewing in India for the British forces. 
Emboldened by the success of the Manipuris, 
who recently crushed the Goorkha escort 
accompanying Chief Commissioner James W. 
Quinton in his efforts to settle the disputes 
which have occurred among the rival chief- 
tans of Assam, Miranzai, in Kohat territory, a 
district of the Peshawer division of Punjab, 
have risen in arms and are attacking British 
troops along the whole length of their lines. 
It is also known that the Miranzai attack is 
being pushed so vigorously that strong rein- 
forcements are being hurriedly dispatched to 
the front. 

Full details as to this new uprising are nat- 
urally withheld by the British authorities 
here, 

In addition to the Miranzai 
grams from Rangoon announce that the 
Hakuchins, lay in ambush in a favorable 
locality awaiting the passage of a smal! British 
column on the way from some military post to 
another. 

When the British force was well inside the 
trap laid for it, the Hakuchins suddenly 
opened fire upon the soldiers, instantly killing 
Lieutenant Forbes and five men and stretch- 
ing eleven others severely wounded upon the 
ground, This column, however, returned the 
enemy’s fire with such effect that the British 
force was enabled to retreat from the danger- 
ous position into which it had been led and 
thus probably escaped total annihilation.

TEN GHARRED CORPSES. 


FATE OF AN ITALIAN FAMILY Af 
ROCHESTER, PA. 


INA CONFLAGRATION THERE YESTERDAY. 


Cut Off From the Staircase by the Flames, 
the Poor People Suffocate and Drop Into 
the Fire—Several Sickening Sights. 


RocHESTER, Pa., April 6.—In a fire last 
night a large frame #ructure on New York 
street, belonging to John F. Smith, in which 
was located the tea and coffee store of George 
Edwards, the millinery store of Mrs. Hall, and 
the shoe shop and residence of E. J. Keene, 
was destroyed. A number of Italians lived 
over the millinery store and were burned to 
death. 

There have been nine bodies found ; only two 
recognized. They are Mr. Keene and his son, 
who was a shoemaker. One hundred and fifty 
dollars in gold was found in the ruins, sup- 
posed to have belonged tothe Italians. An 
Italian, who is the only one of the family 
saved, and who jumped from a se¢- 
ond-story window, says there is 
$500 more still in. the ashes. The 
conclusion arrived at is that the Italians be- 
came confused and could not find the stairway, 
which was a narrow one, and to reach it re- 
quired the opening of two doors in the rear of 
the building. 

Thomas McManus, a railroad brakeman, was 
first to discover the fire, which was well under 
way at the time. He sounded analarm of 
fire, which aroused the neighbors, He worked 
at the tire until his train departed. 

H. C. Fry, Jr., William McCutcheon, C. 
Frick and William Reid were first on the 
scene after the alarm was given, and did noble 
work with many others to check the flames. 

A SICKENING SIGHT. 

The scene of the Italian father liying upon 
his bed surrounded by the flames until the bed 
dropped through the floor was sickening in the 
extreme. The frightened man seemed to 
cling tightly to his bed and made but a slight 
struggle. 

The coroner was summoned by Burgess Tay- 
lor at an early hour, but has not yet asrived. 

LIST OF THE DEAD. 

The fire started in the kitchen of Keene’s resi- 
dence and he and his son Walter were over- 
powered by the smoke and were not discoy- 
ered until too late to save them. 

The other persons mentioned escaped, 
but a number of Italians occupying the 
upper portion of the building were 
burned to death with the exception 
of one of them—Marie Tickio, a girl sixteen 
years old, who escaped with slight injury by 
leaping from an upstairs window. She gave 
the following as the names of those who lost 
their lives: Victoria Tickio, her uncle; Anna 
Tickio, her motker; Baptisto ‘Tickio, her 
father; Rosa and Fannie Tickio, her sisters; 
John Tickio, her brother, and Joseph Rampa- 
tieni, a boarder. 

Gas Works Destroyed. 

Sr. Aucustinge, Fla., April 6.—The St. 
Augustine gas works were burned this morn- 
ing. The fire was caused by the giving way 
of a sealed door in a tank holding decomposed 


— while it was being charged, with ilw- 


minating power from kerosene. Engineer 
Daniel Fitzpatrick and Fireman Veese were 
inthe boiler room at the time, but miracu- 
lously escaped without injury. The entire 
plant, except the oil and charging tanks and 
gas meter and generator, was destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at $65,000; insurance 
unknown. 

The Chapel Burned by an Incendiary, 

RALEIGH, N.C., April 6.—[Special.]—News was 
received here today of the burning of the chapel 
and mess hall at the well known Bingham Military 
school, in Orange county. The fire is said-to have 


been clearly incendiary, having originated late at 
night in an unoccupied room. By hard work the 
other buildings were saved. 


A HIGH DEATH RATE 


Chicago and New York—Mostly from 
the Effects of the Grip. 

Cuicaco, April 6.—The death rate last week 
was the highest ever known in Chicago. 
Deaths numbered 960, of which 600 were from 
throat and Jung diseases, Today marked a 
falling off in the death rate. 

MORE FEMALE THAN MALE VICTIMS. 

New York, April 6.—Dr. Nagle, deputy 
registrar of vital statistics, said today that he 
had noticed one thing in connection with the 
grip and that is that it is now attacking 
women instead of men.

THE SHARON CASES DISMISSED. 


of Augusta’s Federal 
Court. 

Aveusta, Ga., April 6.— [Special.]— 
Promptly at 10 o’clock this morning the first 
session of the United States court, in the west- 
ern division of the southern district of Geor- 
gia, was opened. 

Judge Speer delivered a lengthy charge to 
the jury. He spoketo them on the formation 
of our national government, and the establish- 
ment of federal courts, which date back to the 
administration of George Washington. He 
complimented this country upon having the 
best government ofall nations. He charged 
the jury particularly upon the law prohibiting 
the illicit distilling of spirituous liquors. 

Mr. Ed T. Williams and Mr, Hamilton 
Phinizy were licensed to practice in court. 

The cases against John O'Keefe, et al, of 
Sharon, charged with the conspiracy to pre- 
vent by force, intimidation and threats to keep 
E. L. Duckwith from holding the office of 
postmaster of Sharon were nolle prossed. This 
disposition was made at the request 
of the district attorney, who reported 
that since February, 1890, Postmaster, 
Duckwith bas been in the peaceful enjoyment 
of his office and administered his duties with- 
out further interference. The district. attor- 
ney being satisfied that further iuterferenbe 
with the postmaster in the performance of his 
duties is not probable, and that the local dis- 
turbance which led to the prosecution of the 
parties has been happily ended and the ends 
of public justice subserved, the judge granted 
the order dismissing the case. Thus this case, 
which involved the criminal prosecution of 
about thirty citizens of Sharon, and which at- 
tracted considerable attention at the time the 
disturbance was at its height, has been amica- 
bly settled.

THF CARDINAL'S TOAST 


BROUGHT 4 GREAT NUMBER OF LEf- 
TERS TO THE VATICAN 


INQUIRING AS {0 ITS MEANING, 


But/Lavigerie Is Said to Have Spoken at 
the Suggestion of the Pope, Who De- 
sired the New Movement Inaugurated. 


ssOME,#April 6.—Cardinal Lavigerie’s toas‘ 
at Algiers and the events which rapidly fol 
lowed that striking utterance are still much 
diseussed in church circles. Everything 
Piegrly indicates the decided drift of the Cath- 
olf#church toward modern democracy. But 
those who have enjoyed the confidence of 
Pope Leo XIII know that he has 
always considered it -of prime impor- 
tance for the church to free itself from 
identification with old dynastic parties. Sueh 
identification, he has believed, was a great 
mistake of the church in Latin countries. The 
clergy, instead of being national, has only been 
officially representative of the dynastic 
party and the church has, therefore, suffered 
with that party as the victim of popular 
passions and hatreds. Specially in Franee, 
the pope has long been desirous of bringing 
pani into harmony with the popuilat 


ps But it was necessary to move slowly 
so aS#o wound royalist and aristocratic suscep: 
tibilifies as little as possible. 

THE TIME HAD COME. 

Preparatons for the new evolution were care« 
fully made, and when the decisive hour came 
Cardiffal Lavigerie boidly struck the new note. 
Leo XIII, like all men of force, desires to rule 
directly. He studies everything for himself. 
Allthe mostimportant subjects he reserves 
for personal consideration and decision. For 
irfstance, he is now making a careful and sys- 
tematic study of the educational question in 
the United States, for whose democratic 
institutions he has great admiration. 
In all countries the pope has 
favorite correspondents upon whose advice 
he places special reliance, and whoare charged 
with carrying out his personal policy. In 
England it is Cardinal Manning;in Belgium, 
Cardinal Goossens; in the United States, Car- 
dinal Gibbous;in the east, Cardinal Stross- 
meyer;in Austria, Cardinal Schoenborn; in 
France, Cardinal Lavigerie. This body of 
chosen men might be called the general staff 
of the pope, by means of whom he obtains in- 
formation ang acts. 

Thus, on Ogtober 9th last, Cardinal Layi- 

etie arrrived in Rome, Leo XII charged 
tim personally with the important religious 
and political mission of bringing the church 
in France into harmony with the republic. 
There has been and still is much discussion as 
to whether the cardinal’s toast at Algiers re- 
ceived its. imptise from the prophetic 
brain of the pope or sprun 
unprompted from the ardent wal 
vf Lavigerie himself. But it is learmed 
from absolutely trustworthy sources that the 
pope had previously not only expressed a 
strong desire that the movement should be 
inaugurated, but had defiantly instructed the 
primate of Africa to give France the rallying 
cry. 

IT STIRRED THEM UP. 

Lavigerie’s speech brought a storm of let. 
ters to the vatican. All France grew excited. 
The bishops eclamored for advice; the old par- 
ties protested; timid people knew not what te 
think. While the idea of the toast was sng- 
gested and .approved by the vatican, the 
form it to6K' Was not entirely satisfactory. The 
ardent primate of Africa went somewhat be- 
yond bounds. He attacked the old parties and 
taunted them with having been in alliance 
with Houlangerism. -Said Mr. Pion, with re- 

ard this point: “The cardinal has not 
ived in alliance with the old party. He 
knows neither their prejudices nor their 
conditions. Instead of attacking them 
he ought to coax them.” But this vigorous 
language had its good side. It madeall 
France understand unmistakably that the 
church intended to break with the past. There 
was no more equivocal meaning. Leo XIII 
said with regard to this: ‘‘The cardinal has 
done right. It was necessary to strike 
a great blow in order to getout of this 
condition of hesitancy and confusion,” 

The letter of Cardinal Rampolla to the 
bishop of Tours repeated in a gentler forni the 
advice given in Algiers. The African cardi- 
nal had spoken of as commander, as a general. 
The Roman cardinal spoke as a diplomatist. 
They complimented each other. Royalists 

raised the letter. Every one read in it what 

e liked to find. The witty cardinal said, 
apropos of many contradictory commen- 
taries: ‘Cardinal Rampolla’s letter is 
like the speech of the apostles at Pente- 
cost. Every one thought he heard his own 
language.”’ But the blow had struck home. 
Protests, to be sure, continued to come from 
France. Monsignor Freppel made the last 
but useless attack. The pope overpowered 
him with civilities, but renewed his order to 
cease all opposition and to join the new move- 
ment. In furtherance of this cause, Leo XIII 
composed the letter of Cardinal Rich- 
ard on the social duty of Catholics. 
The support of the whole Episcopal bod 
shows that the work has been snaneemnal 
Evolution has received its final consecration. 
It will come to pass in spite of the opposition 
and passion of parties. The pope says that 
the future belongs to the democracy. He bas 
like Cwser Conti—like all cultured Italians— 
great admiration for the American democracy 
of which heis a close student. He is con- 
vinced that the United States will 
furnish a form for the _ conclusions 
of European society as well as ecciesiastic 
questions. He believes in the fertile and irre- 
sistible depressions of ideas of the new world 
in the old world. All cultured Italians have 
a strongly marked historic sense. Leo XIII 
possesses ‘this in a very high degree. 
He knows how to distinguish be- 
tween the intellectual and social current, 
He believes sincerely that Europe is marching 
towards democracy, with republican institu. 
tions as the predestined goal. In his charac 
ter as pontiff, he does not say so; nor can he 
make, on this conviction, an absolute 
doctrine, which he could force 
upon others. But Cardinal Lavigerie’s devel- 
ment on the future triumphs of republics is 
certainly an echoof the close conversations 
with which Leo XIII has honored him. The 
observations which reached the vatican from 
the courts are proofs that a prophetic voice has 
been heared and that statesmen are warned,

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» FROSTED FRUIT 
IS WHAT APPEARS 
“THE IMPRESSION OF A FREEZE. 


Some People Who Think that the 
Crop Is Destroyed. 


‘OTHERS WHO ARE MORE HOPEFUL 


Telegrams from All Parts of the 
State 


CHRONICLING THE SITUATION. 


Grirrfin, Ga., April 6.—[Special.}]—The dan- 
gor line is past, and we still have ashowing for 
a medium fruit crop. At least this is the ver- 
dict of some of the experienced growers to- 
night. They do not all agree as to the damage 
done, but they are a unit as to some fruit re- 
maining intact up to the present. All yester- 
day a threatening cloud hung Jike an incubus 
over this section, spilling occasional gusts of 
gnow, increasing fear as the hours past. As dark- 
ness came on, the mercury relaxed its grip on 
the freezing point, and moved up to what was 
considered asafe point. Later the wind ceased, 
the clouds cleared away, and frost was apparen* 
toall. This morning revealed the fact that 
this fear was well grounded, for the earth 
looked as ifithada coating of snow. When 
this was discovered, the fruit crop of this sec- 
tion could have been bought for a song. 

But not so now. THE CONSTITUTION 
visited several of the more prom- 
inent orchards this afternoon, and 
in company with the proprietors made critical 
examinations. 

At Mr. J. D. Husted’s we found some of the 
varieties contained two-thirds, others one-half, 
and some only about one-fourth of a crop. ; Mr. 
Husted said he had examined the crop this 
morning, and estimated a half crop. He found 
some of the tenderer northern trees were 
greatly damaged, but as a general thing they 
were standing the cold very well. 

Mr. Virgil Hughes thought the crop very 
materially damaged, though he had not ex- 
aminedit. Later he did so, and found he was 
wrong in his supposition. . 

Mr. Heury Gaihouse at first thought the 
crop was entirely killed. Said he: ‘‘You may 
find one occasionally that is in appearance 
sound now, but it will soon drop off.” An 
examination of his orchard revealed a good 
many sound peaches still on the trees. An 
average, perhaps, of one in four, and if half of 
these mature there will be a good crop. 

This is the way the matter stands tonight. 

Good Crops on the Highlands. 

Cotumsus, Ga., April 6.—[{Special.]—Your 
correspondent interviewed today a number of 
‘well-posted men in regard to the effects upon 
the fruit and vegetable crops of the extraor- 
dinarily cold weather on Saturday and Sunday 
nights. The consensus of opinion is that these 
crops are badly injured, if not ruined. The 
truck farmers are blue, and say they have 
saved little A few weeks ago they were 
greatly pleased with the outlook. Tliis crop 
was also considerably advanced, and it is very 
probable that a new crop will now have to be 
planted. It is generally conceded that the 
recent snap has been a disaster. The ther- 
mometer was down to thirty degrees this 
morning. The frost was oneof the heaviest 
ever seen here. 

A report comes from Troy, Ala., and the 
surrounding country that snow fell there 
for a few minutes Sunday. The crops in 
‘this section are also- greatly injured 

THE CONSTITUTION met Mr. Clarence Levy, 
who is largely engaged in fruit cultdre, hav- 
ing a fine farm and nursery on Esquiline hill, 
five miles from this city, and obtained from 
him some interesting facts. Mr. Levy said: 

“T have no doubt much fruit has been killed, 
especially in the low lands and valleys. I 
noticed in Alabama yesterday a large orchard ; 
nearly all the fruit was falling from the trees, 
and indications are that it will be lost. You 
will find damage on all orchards that are ele- 
vated much lighter than elsewhere. On my 
hill place I can’t see where the crop is in- 
jured. There are several other orchards near 
here, also of high elevation, that are not 
hurt.”’ 

‘‘What do you think of the outlook for the 
state at large ?"’ 

‘*Well, if the freeze was as general as indi- 
cations point, the damage has been incalcu- 
lable, as some of|the largest growers are on the 
low lands, such as around Fort Valley for in- 
staece.”’ 

Mr. Levy said, in explaining why fruit on 
elevated lands had not been injured, that it 
was due to the fact that it was more exposed 
to the wind which prevented heavy frosts. 
‘The trees, he said, are always more hardy, and 
the buds resist a freeze better. He thinks 
elevated farms will have to be depended on 
for a great portion of this season’s fruit. The 
gentleman said he did not think the grape 
crop was much damaged, as the vines are just 
budding for the first time, and it has occurred 
where two sets of buds were killed, and stil] 
good crops secured. 

Bitter Cold Around Boston. 

Boston, Ga., April 6.—[Special.|—A heayy 
frost visited this section yesterday and this 
morning, killing all tender vegetation, and it 
is feared that the fruit crop is seriously dam- 
aged. Itwill require several days to learn 
the extent of the damage of the Le Conte pear. 
The peach crop is a total léss. Great fields of 

.melons are killed, and the seed is very scarce. 
The Kolb Gem melon seed that were offered 
on the market here last Saturday for 35 cents 
per pound, and very little demand at these 
figures, are quoted today at $1.50 to $2 per 
pound, and it is feared that enough seed can- 
not be procured toreplant with. Some planters 
will use their melon gronnd for other than 
melons, where others will replant at once. 
Potatoes are killed to the ground, which wll 
make this crop very late. Some farmers who 
planted cotton early have to replant, and cot- 
ton seed is very scarce. The weather is cold, 
and another frost is expected tonight. 
The Damage Around Bainbridge. 

BAINBRIDGE, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—A 
heavy frost fell last night and badly damaged 
the peach and other fruit crops. The peach 
crop will be almost a total failure it is feared. 
‘The watermelons are all killed, there being 

several hundred acres in this immediate vicin- 
ity. Cotton, tobacco and other crops shared 
the same fate wherever they were up. The 
fruit gardens are seriously injured. The Le- 
Conte pear crop is almost a total failure on ac- 
count of the previous cold. 
Ice UWalf an Inch Thick. 

ALBANY, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—Those 
persons who looked forward to Easter Sunday 
as a sort of dead line at which winter would 
stop, were sadly disappointed yesterday, which 
proved one of the coldest days of the winter.

Extends Far Into Florida. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—Heavy 
frosts fell here the last two nights. Reliable 
reports received here from various points in 
southwest Georgia and northern Florida show 
that the fruit and melon crops and the cotton 
haye been seriously damaged,jand in many dis- 
tricts almost entirely destroyed. The bad 
effects of the cold weather were felt as far 
south as Leesburg, Fla. The reports show it 
to be the coldest spell known for this time of 
the year. The total loss in Georgia and Florida 
will amount to $200,000,and, coming after such 
a bad fruit year as last, may ruin many 
growers. 

Macon Fruit Men Are Hopeful. 

Macon, Ga., April 6.—[Special.])—There 
was constderable frost and a thin coating of 
ice last night, but experienced growers of fruit 
say today they do not think very serious dam- 
age has been done to the peaches. 

Careful investigations have been made. in 
the orchards this morning, and the growers in 
this immediate station say they apprehend no 
disastrous effects to the crop if no further cold 
comes. This is not the pear section. It flour- 
ishes best in a lower latitude, and any harm 
that may be done to pears in this section need 
not be taken as acriterion. Vegetables do not 
appear to have suffered very much. Tomatoes 
received more damage than anything else. 

Frozen Too Hard to Plow. 

MACHEN, Ga,, April 6.—[Special.]—The 
weather is colder than for a generation past in 
April. Fruit of all kinds has been killed. The 
land is frozen too hard to plow this morning. 

Opinions Differ in Fort Valley. 

Fort VALLEY, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]— 
Yesterday was an exceedingly cold day, and 
fruit growers were somewhat excited regard- 
ing the effect the extreme cold would 
have on the peach crop last night. There was 
a heavy frost. which killed all vegetables that 
were up. Many horticulturists were seen this 
morning, and their opinions differ somewhat, 
but a majority said that late peaches were 
hurt very little on account of the large and 
flourishing growth of foiiage the trees had 
grown, butevery one admitted that all early 
peaches were seriously damaged. Many say 
the effect of the cold has not had time to de- 
velop in the peach sufiticiently yet to tell how 
much damage the cold has done, and are freely 
expressing opinions that there will be a good 
many peaches if no future disasters befall 
theta. 

Bad for Peaches and Piums. 

Waycross, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—It is 
thought that nearly the entire peach crop is 
killed by last night’s freeze in this section. 
Plums were badly injured. Pears received 
slightinjury. Great damage was also done to 
the gardens and other crops. 

Will Have to Replant Corn and Cotton. 

LAKE City, Fia., April 6.—[Special.]—The 
freeze last night was very disastrous to the 
market gardens in this vicinity. The truck- 
sters report 80 per cent damages, while many 
farmers will have to replant corn and cot- 
ton. 
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The Crop Safe in Baldwin. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]— 
The fruit crop of this section has escaped the 
freeze, or, at least, that is wliat the fruit 
growers say. THE CONSTITUTION correspon- 
dent interviewed several fruit growers this 
evening, and they were unanimous in the 
belief that the crop is not damaged to any 
great extent. They areof the opinion that the 
heavy winds of last night protected the germs 


by blowing the vapor from them before it | 


froze. An examination of a number of trees 
in different sections today by expert growers 
developed the fact that fruit in Baldwin is all 
right, while the crop will be immense.

HAS MYSTERIOUSLY DISAPPEARED 
FROM BRUNSWICK. 


Desperate Over Her Husband’s Death, She 
Threatened Suicide—Where She Is 
No One Knows. 


Brunswick, Ga., April 6.—[Special.]—Did 
Mrs. Massey drown herself, or didshe work a 
scheme to fly to parts unknown, are the two 
questions that are puzzling Brunswick to- 
night.

AT HER HUSBAND’S BUBIAL. 

Mrs. Massey c4me here one year ago with 
her busband from Douglasville. Colonel 
Massey died here last March of consumption. 
He was a son of Dr. R. J. Massey, formerly of 
St. Simon’s island. Last month Mrs. Massey 
went to Douglasville to the burial of her hus- 
band. She _— returned to Brunswick 
two weeks ago, secured rooms_ at 
the home of Mrs. Norman McDonald. She 
was in ill health when she returned here. Last 
Thursday night she went to St. Simon’s,saying 
she intended visiting old friends. She carried 
buta few garments with her, leaving her 
trunk at Mrs.McDonald’s. Friday morning she 
went to St. Simon’s on the steamer Egmont, 
stopping at the Ocean View hotel. 

THE THREAT OF SUICIDE. 

Nothing was heard from her until tonight, 
when the boat from the island brought the 
following letter from her, addressed to Mr. 
McDonald: 

Enclosed I send $5. Please pay Mr. Paddock 
for my meals, and express my trunk. Since seeing 
Mr. Massey die with consumption, [ cannot wait, 
and will end my miserable life in the waters. Send 
iny trunk to my sister, Miss Lily McIntosh, at 
Douglasville, Ga. I thank you all for your kind- 
hess, 

This was all, Mr. and Mrs. McDonald are 
very much excited. D. W. Krauss, a young 
lawyer, left here tonight for St. Simon's to in- 
vestigate matters at the island. Mr. Krauss 
has not returned at 12 o’clock tonight. 

ON OTHER CLUES. 

Since he left your correspondent has been at 
work investigating in Brunswick. It is 
learned from Captain Smith, of the Egmont, 
that a woman who was said to have been Mrs. 
Massey, returned to Brunswick on his steamer 
late Saturday night, and left on the train for 
Albany. Some say Mrs. Massey’s mind was 
wandering, and she may be wandering with 
it. She was devoted to her husband, and 
those who know her, say she has not been 
right since her husband’s death. 

HER WIDE RELATIONSHIP. 

She has an elegant home in Douglasville 
left her by her husband. She has two chil- 
dren—one boy by her first husband, Mr. Mc- 
Elreath, who is with her sister; another 
by her last husband, who is with her father- 
in-law’s family in Atlanta. Miss Kate Massey, 
@ popular teacher in the Atlanta public schools, 
is her sister-in-law, while Dr. Massey, of Aus- 
tell. editor of The Advertiser, is her brother- 
in-law. Itis the general opinion of her many 
friends there that she has ended her life ere 
this. Messages are being sent to all points, 
but nothing has been heard from her. 

She Is not in Atlanta. 

Mrs. Massey is a daughter-in-law of Mr. B. 
J. Massey, residing at No. 218 Crew street, 
this city. 

A call at the residence late last night devel- 
oped that her relatives here know nothing 
about her whereabouts. 

She left for Brunswick from Douglasville 
about three weeks ago to spend some time 
for the benefit of her health, which was 
very bad. A letter was received by Mr. 
Massey from her about a week ago, since 
when nothing has been heard. 

They were astonished to hear of her myste- 
rious disappearance and are quite anxious 
about her.

The Italian Contention. 

There are two remarkable facts connected 
with the recent correspondence between this 
country and Italy. One is the promise of 
indemnity by Mr. Blaine to the relatives of 
such Italian subjects as may have been 
wronged by a violation of treaty rights, and 
the other is the demand of Italy, backed up 
by such periodicals'as The London Spectator, 
that this country at once proceed to change 
its constitution so as to enable the federal 
government to bring the executioners of the 
Mafia assassins to a speedy trial. 

The promise of indemnity by Mr. Blaine 
doesn’t amount to a row of pins, and he 
never intended that it should. It isa clear 
and deliberate evasion of the facts, and it is 
unworthy of the secretary of state: This 
promise with an ‘‘if’’ was intended to be a 
great stroke of diplomatic policy, and we 
believe it is so regarded by those who are in 
the habit of chuckling over evasions and 
double-dealing. 

Mr. Blaine, as the representative of the 
American government, should have told 
the Italian authorities the plain, simple 
truth about the matter. He should have re- 
cited for their edification that clause of the 
treaty which declares that Italian subjects 
in this country shall receive the same pro- 
tection that is accorded to citizens of the 
United States, and shall enjoy the same 
rights. Mr. Blaine should have imparted 
to Rudini the imporiant information that 
the federal government does not undertake 
to protact its own citizens from mob vio- 
eoce, and does not indemnify the relatives 
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example of Webster in saying that the 
claims for indemnity would be laid before 
con 


this country should change its constitution 
in order the more promptly to bring the 
executioners of the Mafia assassins to jus- 
tice, there seems to be no doubt that Mr. 
Blaine has missed a rare opportunity for 
exhibiting that fine American spirit which 
his friends and admirers credit him with 
possessing. It is an opportunity that does 
not present itself often, and Mr. Blaine 
should have taken advantage of it. 

When our treaty with Italy was ratified it 
is fair to presume that the Italians knew the 
nature of the government with which they 
were dealing. They knew, or ought to have 
known, that they were dealing with a re- 
public in which the states have an autonomy 
of their own, and with which the federal 
government is not permitted to interfere. 
The Italian contention has a brassiness about 
it that would not be easy to duplicate out- 
side of Great Britain. Foolish and absurd 
as it is, it has the practical endorsement of a 
prominent organ of British opinion. The 
mildest suggestion of the American spirit 
with which Mr. Blaine is said to be sur- 
charged, would, it seems to us, have been in 
the direction of reading the little maccaroni 
monarchy a luminous lesson in constitu- 
tional democratic government. 
least it would have been, an easy matter for 
the American secretary of state to have in- 
formed Rudini that it would be as sensible 
for the United States to demand a change 
in Italy from a constitutional monarchy to 
a constitutional republic as to ask the people 
of this country to make the federal govern- 
ment paramount in state matters in order to 
avenge the wholesome and justifiable execu- 
tion of the Mafia assassins. 

Mr. Blaine’s experiment in diplomacy is 
an amusing fizzle. It would have been a 
great deal better for him and for the Ameri- 
can name if he had given his widely adver- 
tised American spirit full swing. 


A Well-Merited Rebuke. 

The Athens Banner, in commenting on a 
childish and ill-natured editorial of The 
Charleston News and Courier on thé impro- 
priety of, inviting Governor Hill to deliver 
the address at the unveiling of the Grady 
monument, administers a well-merited re- 
bnke to a few newspapers which, always 
barking at Mr. Grady’s heels while he lived, 
are apparently interesting themselves most 
in matters pertaining to his memory. 

Fortunately there are but few such news- 
papers, and the public has long since spotted 
them. 3 

The Banner, in commenting on the invi- 
tation of the Grady Monument Association 
to Governor Hill, and in referring to the ed- 


itorial of The News and Courier, says: 

Then it would be seen that there is no gross im- 
propriety atter allin the invitation to Governor 
Hill. He is a democrat. Heis one of the few 
northerners whose career has always been most 
friensily to the south. 

Hé loved Henry Grady and was among the first 
to telegraph profound sympathy to the bereaved 
family when all Georgia was bowedin sorrow at 
his death. He used to love to hear Grady speak 
of the south, and its blue skies and sunny fields, 
and it was at Grady’s own invitation that Govern- 
or Hill came to the south to speak to thousands of 
Georgians several years ago atthe Piedmont ex- 
position, about living issues of the day. 

The Banner is no Hill paper anymore than it isa 
Cleveland paper or a Gorman paper, but we do 
protest that it is unmanly for an anti-Hill paper 
to use any sentiment that clusters about the mem- 
ory of one so dear as Henry Grady to stir up divis- 
ion of opinion in the politics of the south. When 
we recall the bitter criticisms of The News and 
Courier of the last speech of Henry W. Grady, 
when the matchless son of the south was on his 
death bed, we can but doubt the sincerity of such 
utterances as those above coming from that 


paper. ei 
The Government’s Black List. 

THE CONSTITUTION was the first paper in 
the country that called attention to the fed- 
eral statute disqualifying ex-confederates, 
and prohibiting them from holding commis- 
sions in the United States army. 

The act in question is even more sweeping 
in its terms than our allusion to it the other 
day indicated. Section 128 of the Revised 
Statutes, still in force, reads as follows: 
‘‘No person who has served in any capacity 
in the military, naval or civil service of the 
so-called confederate states, or of either of 
the states in insurrection during the late re- 
bellion, shall be appointed to any position in 
the army of the United States,”’ 

The act has never been repealed or 
amended, and in the event of a foreign war 
ex-confederates, if they volunteer or are 
drafted, must make up their minds to serve 
as privates under northern officers. 

But the statute is so old that it is for- 
gotten by almost everybody, including the 
authorities at Washington. A few days ago, 
when there was some talk ofa war with Italy, 
many ex-confederates tendered their services 
to the war and naval departments. Perhaps, 
when they find that they are black-listed by 
Uncle Sam they will not be so anxious to go 
to the front. 

Our northern contemporaries are either 
ignorant of this law, or else they are 
ashamed of it. 


Cotton Consumption and Movement. 

The New York Chronicle bririgs its review 
of the consumption and movement of the 
cotton crop down to April Ist. 

The movement of the crop has continued 
quite free during the month of March, the 
amount brought into sight through the over- 
land movement and the port and interior 
towns movement having aggregated 433,796 
bales, bringing the total of the current crop 
already visible up to 7,815,920 bales, or over 
900,000 bales greater than on the same date 
in 1889-90, and fully 500,000 bales more 
than the whole crop of last season. North- 
ern spinners have taken cotton a little more 
freely in March, their takings for the season 
to date showing an increase over 1889-90 of 
51,952 bales. 

Shipments of cotton overland during the 
month have been greater than during the cor- 
responding month of 1890, the gross move- 
ment reaching 100,140 bales, against 88,258 
bales, but compared with 1889 there is a 
considerable falling off, the movement for 
March of that year being 135,736 bales. 
The season’s total, however, continues in 
excess of former years, although the differ- 
ence is not great. As in February, the 
month’s net is less than in either of the two 
preceding years, but the decline from last 
year is not heavy—5,749 bales. The de- 
crease from March of 1889, however, is over 
30,000 bales. For the seven months the net 
total exceeds that of a year ago by 32,646 
is 23,470 bales. we 
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In fact, net receipts are more than 100 per 
cent greater than for the corresponding 
month of 1890, and, furthermore, show an 
increase over the March receipts for any 
previous years in our record, only excepting 
1881 and 1883. It will be remembered that 
at the close of February New Orleans ex- 
hibited a deficiency in receipts compared 
with last year of nearly 70,000 bales; that 
deficiency has now disappeared, and is re- 
placed by a gain of 10,830 bales. All the 
other important ports have handled more 
cotton than a year ago, Norfolk in particular 
being conspicuous for its heavy increase, 

The aggregate for the seven months is of 
course much ahead of the total for the like 
period of 1889-90, or any other season. ‘The 
exports to foreign ports continue to gain on 
the previous season, although the difference 
in March is ‘not so marked as in February. 
Still 438,940 bales have been shipped, 
against 412,160 bales in 1890. In 1889 the 
exports were 537,873 bales. For the season 
to April 1st the aggregate exceeds that.of 
1889-90 by 366,178 bales. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
September 1st in 1890-91 is thus seen to be 
736,380 bales more than in 1889-90, and 
1,082,759 bales more than in 1888-89, 
Northern spinners had up to April Ist taken 
1,671,671 bales, an increase over the corre- 
sponding period of 1889-90 of 51,952 bales, 
hnd a gain over the same time of 1888-89 of 
51,641 bales. 


The South and Her Veterans. 

Georgia’s confederate pension system, un- 
der which disabled veterans receive from $2 
to $25 per month, according to the disabil- 
ity, is highly creditable to our state; but it 
should accept and maintain the home near 
this city, in order to complete the good 
work. 

It will be of interest to review the sitna- 
tion in other southern states. | 

Virginia led inthe movement and estab 
lished a confederate home at Richmond, for- 
the support of which the state expends 
$10,000 a year. Pensions to the amount of 
$5,000 annually are also paid. 7 

Alabama has no home, but pays $125,000 
a year in pensions. 

Arkansas has a home at Little Rock, 
built by private subscription, supported by 
state aid. 

Florida has no home, but pays $30,000 a 
year to disabled confederates who have re- 
sided in the state fifteen years. 

Mississippi is without a home, but has 
made liberal provision for her indigent and 
disabled confederates. 

Missouri pays no pensions, but a move- 
ment is on foot to raise $100,000 to endow a 
home without state aid. 

Maryland has a $40,000 home near Balti- 
more, aided by the state to the extent of 
$10,000 annually. 

Louisiana has a home near New Orleans, 
and the state grants it $10,000 a year. 

North Carolina not only pays pensions, 
but has appropriated $41,000 for a home. 

South Carolina pays about $50,000 in 
pensions, but has no home. 

Texas has a home established by sub- 
scription. It costs $3,500 a year, and state 
aid is expected shortly. 

Tennessee has established a home at the 
old home of Andrew Jackson, the Hermi- 
tage, the state donating 475 acres of land 
and giving $10,000 for improvements in 
1889. The legislature which recently ad- 
journed appropriated $25,000 for a building 
and $5,000 a year for its support, and in ad- 
dition $60,000, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary for expenditure annually in 
pensions, which range from $2.50 to $25 per 
month. It is thought that $25,000 per year 
will cover the pension list. 

Of all the southern states Kentucky alone 
has made no provision for her ex-confed- 
erates. 

No veterans were ever worthier of public 
aid than the men who wore the gray. Only 
600,000 strong, they for four years defended 
the south against the well-equipped armies 
of the United States, numbering 2,859,000 
men, and yielded only to these overwhelm- 
ing odds of nearly five to one. 

The south cannot do too much for heroes 
who have made such a record. Fortunately, 
Georgia will not have to go to the expense 
of building a home. It is already built, and 
is tendered by private citizens as a gift to 
the state. It will not cost much to keep it 
up, and in a few years the property greatly 
enhanced in value will more than repay 
what the state expends on it. Such a gift, 
under the circumstances, cannot be declined. 


The State University. 

THE CONSTITUTION is glad to note a gen- 
eral revival of interest in higher education 
in the state—an interest that centers in the 
University of Georgia. and will eventually. 
add to its strength and usefulness. 

This interest is fully set forthina num- 
ber of interviews with prominent men, pub- 
lished in The Athens Banner of Sunday. 
These interviews-show that every loyal and 
public-spirited citizen in the state has the 
work of the university at heart. 

But more than this, they show that’ the 
interests of the university and the common 
schools are one, and that they must be built 
up together. This is the basis upon which 
the friends of higher education are now 
working; they have caught the right idea, 
and they are giving it practical illustration 
and application. 

The Hon. Peter W. Meldrim puts the 
case clearly when he says that the people of 
Georgia are aware that money from the 
state to the common schools is not all that 
is necessary to build up the system, and 
when he says: ‘*We must send more boys to 
the university. We must enlarge the uni- 
versity. Wemust give some money to the 
common schools by giving it to those who go 
from the common schools to the university, 
When they have completed their education 
at the college, they will go back and teach 
with well-directed aim a higher school than 
the one they left before going to college, 
and here’s the whole secret of higher educa- 
tion ina nutshell. The university is a part 
of the common gchools. The common 
schools are a part of the university.”’ 

That is a good basis to begin on; that is 
the idea the people should catch and foster. 
Mr. Meldrim further says that itis his pur- 
pose to get every town and village, and every 
rural neighborhood, interested in the future 
of the university as the backbone of the 
common school system. To this work he is 
committed heart and soul, and we wish him 
the greatest measure of success in it. 

The sooner this idea obtains—that the in- 
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| great university yet. The friends of educa- 


tion are working on the right line, and their 
labors will be crowned with success, 


The Work of Jack Frost. 

THE CONSTITUTION’S thoroughly organ- 
ized news service enables it to present, this 
morning, reports from every part of the 
state giving the results of the frost and freeze 
of Sunday night.

The peach, pear and early vegetable crops 
appear to be seriously damaged, and the 
consequent loss to our people may run up to 
many thousands of dollars. 

Still, these misfortunes are frequently 
overestimated at first, and such may be the 
case in the present instance. The freeze 
may be followed by favorable weather, and 
the genial sunshine may yet save the im- 
periled fruit and vegetable crops. 

We are not willing to admit that the out- 
look is hopeless. It will be some days be- 
fore we can measure the extent of the in- 
jury caused by the recent blizzard.

It is believed that no one American lawyer 
has done more to secure the establishment 
of an intermediate appellate federal court 
than Hon. Walter B. Hill, of Macon. 

In view of this fact, and on aceount of his 
high professional charaeter, his extensive 
legal attainments and his great ability, the 
bar of Macon and the state at large, as well 
as many distinguished lawyers residing in 
other states, will urge the appointment of 
Mr. Hill to the judgeship of the fifth judicial 
circuit of the United States. 

We believe that the best interests of the 
bar and the litigants of this circuit would be 
satisfactorily secured by this appointment. 
Under the act the court will sit ‘‘at New 
Orleans and such other places as the court 
may from time to time designate.’’ One 
end of the circuit is thus provided for, but 
lawyers and litigants at this end may be put 
to considerable inconvenience if the court 
should fail to sit in this state. With Mr. 
Hill on the bench, this end of the circuit 
would be sure of the recognition that it is 
entitled to by reason of its volume of court 
business. 

Mr. Hill’s addresses before the American 
Bar Association have made him so favorably 
known that the bar of the entire country 
would hail his appointment with pleasure.

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THE ACTION OF THE COMMISSION. 
ERS CREATES COMMENT, 
The Other Side of the Question Stated—A 
Suggestion About the Glass Houses—The 
People the Commissioners Are After. 


There are two sides to every story. 

It is so with the proposition of the board of 
county commissioners to have a comparison 
made between the tax books of the state and 
county tax office and the books of the city tax 
ASSOSSOTS. 

As Tue ConsTITUTION has stated, this 
matter was agitated at a meeting of the county 
commissioners and the subject was discussed. 
The board believed that many citizens of At- 
Janta were not doing the square thing in 
making their tax returns to the state and 
county, and for that reason the investigation 
was proposed. 

As every property owner knows he is 
allowed to return his property for state and 
county taxation upon his own valuation, 
while for city taxation the valuation is fixed 
by the board of assessors. 

In Glass Houses. 

In this connection several interesting fea- 
tures have been developed by the action of 
the board of county commissioners. 

For instance there is an old adage about 
**People who live in glass houses.’’ 

The board of county commissioners is com- 
posed of Messrs. Collins, Wilson, Garrett, 
Hunnicutt and Nelms. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter paid a 
visit to the city tax assessor’s office and ran 
over the records for 1890. 

Commissioner Wilson’s name was singled 
out. His city property, real and personal, 
was assessed at $11,075. 

These figures were compared with other 
figures taken from the books of the state and 
county collector for the same year. There the 
commissioner was credited with only $4,000 
worth of city real estate and $1,000 personal 
property, against $8,500 and $2,575 respectively 
on the city books. 

Commissioner Hunnicutt was next spotted. 
The city books showed that he had paid taxes 
on $102,050 real and personal property inside 
the city limits in 1890. The books across the 
street showed that he had returned the same 
property at $91,475. Difference between Com- 
missioner Hunnicutt’s valuation and the valu- 
ation of the city assessors, $10,575. 

Then Commissioner Collins. The city books 
showed that his Atlanta real estate was taxed 
on @ valuation of $17,400, against $13,000 at 
which he returned the same property to the 
state county receiver. This city assessment 
does not include Mr. Collins’s interest in the 
old capitol building, and none of the property 
outside of the city owned b} the commissioners 
is included in any of these tigures. 

Commissioner Garrett was the last compari- 
son. He was found to be taxed on $16,300 by 
the city assessors, and the state and county 
books showed returns of city property to the 
valuation of $15,300. The $1,000 difference 
was between the valuation of Mr. Garrett’s 
city real estate and the valuation of the same 
by the assessors. 

Fulton and the Other Counties. 

But there is still another view to take of the 
question. 

It is the position that itis not just that tax 
valuations be equal between the city and state 
and county. 

‘‘Fulton county already pays one-tenth of 
the taxes of the state,’’ said a well-known citi- 
zen yesterday, when the action of the county 
commissioners was broached. ‘Further than 
this, Iam convinced, after investigating the 
situatien, that Fulton county pays 
more taxes in proportion to the 
actual value of her property than any other 
county in the state. This is largely due to the 
influence of the city board of assessors. 

‘In almort all the other counties of the 
state—I may say allof them—the property is 
returned for state and county taxation on the 
appraisement of the owners, at anywhere 
from one-fifth to one-half of its value. Now 
this being so, and it is easily substantiated by 
the facts, it is plain that it would be unjust to 
the property owners of Fulton county to com- 
pel them to return their property to the state 
at its full Joreven two-thirds of its market 
value. f

‘“‘At @ superficial glance it might appear that 
there is some justice in the position that the 
tax valuation for city and state and county 
purposes should be equal; but when the sub- 
ject is studied, and the discrimination against 
cities governed by boards of assessment is 
made manifest, it is clearly an erroneous 
idea.” — 

The End Sought. 

“Ttis the small taxpayer, the man who 
owns @ little home and has to pay tax upon it 
upon whom our system of taxation is hard and 
who suffers most,” was the comment of a 
county official in discussing this question yes- 
terday. “Ifthe big taxpayers, those whose 
property is income-producing, returned their 
holdings as high in proportion asthe smal! 
homefowners returned their homes, there 
would be no objection whatever. It is that 
which the commissioners are trying to bring 
about. It may not be right to force all this 
property up to the figures fixed by the city 
assessers, but there are many instances of 
property being returned so far below its actual 
value as to beludicrous. Men of the hightest 
standing and strictest integrity will swear to 
returns that bear no kinship to truth. It is 
these men the commissioners are after—and

Two Committees Go to Marietta to Investi- 
gate—Mr. Yongson Will Remain Until 
All Differences Are Settled. 


A final settlement of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad strike does not seem to have 
been reached. 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
are not satisfied with the way in which Mr. 
Glover is carrying out the contract made when 
the strike was adjusted. They say that the 
men are not being reinstated as rapidiy as the 
circumstances justify and the agreement de- 
mands. 

Yesterday morning Mr. J. H. Welch, of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, and Mr. G. W. 
Pearl, of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, as a committee appointed 
from the local division of the brotherhood, 
went to Marietta to inquire into the condition 
of affairs. 

At 1:40 o’clock p. m. Mr. M. A. B. Young- 
son, assistant grand chief of the National 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, who 
had arrived in the city from Florida, accom- 
panied by Mr. J. D. Harris, first assistant 
engineer of the local division, and Mr. J. D. 
Collins, of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia; also Messrs. Brewer and Kendrick, 
of the grievance committee of the Marietta 
— North Georgia railroad, went to Mari- 
etta. 

Their purpose was to inquire and ascertain 
what Mr. Glover’s construction of the argu- 
ment between the road and the engineers 
was. 

Mr. Glover was notin Marietta, and noth- 
ing was accomplished. The committee, with 
the exception of Mr. Youngson, returned to 
the city, but will go to Marietta again 
today, when Mr. Glover is expected to 
meet Mr. Youngson and see if an understand- 
ing can be arrived at. 

Mr. Youngson says he will remain on the 
ground until a full settlement ofall differences 
is made and there is no danger of another rup- 
ture. 

Members of the brotherhood say that by re- 
instatement of the men is meant that they 
be given their same trains—an engineer of a 
passenger train receiving a passenger train 
and not a freight, and they say that this has 
not been done, and that opportunities to put 
men back have been neglected. 

They further complain that in Knoxville, 
instead of an old man being reinstated, a man 
nota memberof the brotherhood was em- 
ployed. They claim the road is acting con- 


| trary to the agreement. 


Mr. Glover has been absent for several days 
in Florida, and the officials in charge state 
that the man in Knoxville was only put on to 
fill a sick man’s place for a day or two. 

The meeting this morning will doubtless re- 
sult in a full understanding of what the true 
meaning of the agreement is, to which both 
parties will adhere. 


MARIETTA AND NORTH GEORGIA. 


Validity of the Central Trust Company’s 
Bonds to Be Tested. 

The legal complications in the case of the 
Central Trust Company against the Marietta 
and North Georgia Railway Company,receiver- 
ship, received a large addition yesterday morn- 
ing in the shape of a petition filed .by C, D. 
Phillips and B. F.and C. A. Abbott as attor- 
neys for C. D. Philllps, N. I. Eaves, Henry 
Wells and R. F. Maddox, praying that they be 
made parties defendant in the case. 

The petitioners attack the validity of the 
bonds held by the Central Trust Company on 
that part of the road which runs between Ma- 
rietta and North Carolina line. 

They aver that they are stockholders in that 
road to the amount of $9,475 
each; that under the original charter 
of the company it was authorized 
to build, equip and operate a railroad from the 
city of Marietta, in the county of Cobb, and 
through Cherokee, Pickens, Gilmer and 
Fannin counties to the North Carolina line. 

A meeting of the stockholders appears to 
have been held on the 14th of April, 1887, at 
which meeting all the stockholders were not 
represented, but simply a majority. At this 
meeting the president and secretary were in- 
structed to prepare and execute articles of 
consolidation between said railway company 
and the Georgia and North Carolina Railroad 
Company, a corporation of the state of North 
Carolina. 

This meeting adjourned to meet on Satur- 
day, 23d of April. At the meeting over 
39,000 shares out of a total of 55,717 were rep- 
resented. Petitioners say they had no notice 
as to either of these meetings, and that the pro- 
ceedings had thereat were entirely void for 
want of notice. 

The proceedings looking to a consolidation 
were likewise void for wantof powerin the 
company to pass the same without the consent 
of all the stockholders. 

On the 13th of May, 1887, another meeting 
was held, at which a resolution was passed re- 
citing that the two railroads had agreed to con- 
solidate on certain terms, forming a continuous 
line from Marietta through Murphy to some 
point on the Tennessee line, a corporation with 
the franchises and privileges of both com- 
panies, to be known as the Marietta and 
North Georgia Railway Company, and in- 
creasing the stock to $1,300,000. 

The petition further sets out that on the "25th 
of November, 1890, an attempt was made to 
consolidate with a corporation known as the 
Knoxville Southern Railroad Company under 
the laws of Tennessee; that this was 
done at acalled meeting of which petitioners 
had no notice, and that at it the stock was in- 
creased to $5,500,000, and the principal office 
moved from Marietta to Knoxville. 

It appears from the petition that the road 
from Marietta to Murphy was bonded to 
broaden the gauge to Murphy and to con- 
struct the road to Knoxville, and petitioners 
say it is illegal to incumber the property with- 
out their consent to provide means to build 
a road in Tennessee; that said bonds and 
mortgages executed with a view to create a 
lien on the property, are illegal, null and 
void. The petitioners say that all the acts look- 
ing to consolidation with other roads, 
bonds and} mortgages given to assist 
other roads, the famendment to 
the charter permitting consolidation, 
are void, being done without their consent 
and in violation of their rights, as original 
subscribers to the stock and stockholders, and 
that the Central Trust Company had actual 
or implied notice of their rights. They ask to 
be made parties because the road has no 
officers on whom they can call and is con- 
cluded by its conduct from making defense to 
plaintiff's cause. 

There are a number of stockholders through 
north Georgia who stand in the same position 
to the roads as those filing the petition, and 
they will likely be made parties also.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORE, April 6.—The stock market today un- 
derwent a sudden change in its character, and from 
the duliness and the listiessness of the past two weeks 
there was a jump into activity and decided strength, 
which was almost a welcome relief tothe street after 
its long stagnation. Asaresult ofthe operations of 
the day, almost everything traded in shows a material 
improvement over last week’s figures, The feeling on 
the street this morning was pronounced to be upon the 
bulls’ side, and even traders were, seemingly to a man, 
enlisted in that side of the market, while speculators 
who have held their stocks through the long depres- 
sion in business, were as sanguine asever. The stimu- 
lating influence, however, undoubedly came from Chi- 
cago, and stocksjln which that center is interested 
took the lead in the early rise, while outstripping 
everything else in the amount of business recorded. 
Chicago gas was the prime favorite, but Burlington 
and Reck Island were not far behind, and St. Paul. 
Atchison and Union Pacific followed closely. The only 
stocks other than these which attained any promi- 
nence during the day were Sugar, New England and 
Cordage. The new movement on the part of the Chi- 
cago people nay indicate that the time has come, in 
their opinion, to bull stocks, owing principally to the 
adjournment of the western legislatures and the final 
defeat of anti-railroad legislation, or it may mean that 
speculation in cereais has culminated, and capital 
which has been so long locked up in these deals is nOw 
free to seek other channels of profit. However this 
may be, there is no question but that the advance to- 
day was due to buying for long account, and the 
market having resisted so strenuously all depressing 
influences of the past few’ months, following among 
local operators will not be hard to accumulate. The 
financia! situation on the other sideis not al! that 
couid be desired, but it has ceased to have any terrors 
for Americans, and the low state ofthe reserve of the 
bank of England is no deterrent. There were oniy 
two really weak spots in the market today —Illinois 
Central and Great Northern preferred; but the latter 
made no recovery, while the former joined other 
Grangers and recovered handsomeiy while showing no 
gain for the day. Northern Pacifics were also rather 
sluggish and failed to maintain the level of the open- 
ing figures, though their losses were insignificant ex- 
cept as in contrast with the restof the market. The 
general list, however, aftera firm opening, followed 
the leaders, and showed small advances for the day. 
There was evidence of heavy realizing sales in the first 
and last hours, and the latter caused some concession 
in many stocks from the highest of the day, but the 
market closed active andstrong at or near best figures. 
The trading was larger than for many weeks. The 
final advances of note include Sugar, 3‘4; Burlington

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, April 6.—An extreme weakness charac- 
terized the opening of speculative trading, and wheat 
started lc lower thanit closed Saturday. Corn and 
oats were almost equally limp, and provisions were 
aiso pressed forsale at same time. Considerable re- 
covery took place, but not until late in the session, 
atter shorts had had abundant opportunities to recover 
their sales of Saiurday and the early partof the day. 
There was repetition inthe wheai pit at the start of 
the scene enacted Saturday morning. No one asked 
over $1.03 for May wheat, as against $1.035, at close of 
previous session, but buyers were extremely scarce 
until it could be bought at $1.02’). The prime moving 
cause for the break was very general, and the belief 
among local exports was that the late bull campaign 
was abandoned for the present, and a reaction from 
the recent advance was naturally looked for. The 
heaviest of local operators were of one accord <as re- 
gards the immediate future of the market, and sold 
freedom. Finally the scarcity which pervaded the bull 
ranks was trausierred to the other party, and an ad- 
vance of 1'.c was brought aboutin the course of the 
last hours’ trading. The whole of the recovery did not 
stick, but May wheat closed at $1.03'q. 

The corn market was very heavy at the opening, and 
trading was extremely irregular. Sales, all the way 
from 6/c to 66'.c, took place at samejime. The weak- 
ness continued until wheat turned up, but a recovery 
in corn did not respond to the full all advance made by 
other cereals. May sold off to 654,c and recovered to 
665,c, which was the ruling price at the close. 

i‘he weakness in oats Saturday and the siumpy con- 
dition of the market at the opening frightened the 
longs, who proceeded to unload. A decline of ‘4y@\e 
inthe sampie market heiped to decline influences. 
The market was only fairly active; May started at 03's, 
with few trades at 55\%c. Then the price weakened to 
53'ec, fluctuated around 53'4(4534c and closed steady 
at the top price of the day. The strenpth being due to 
the decrease in the invisible supply. 

The market for hog products was easy and prices 
lower.

A CALLED MEETING. 


fhe County Commissioners Again in Ses- 
sion Yesterday.

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TO PICK COTTON. 


MR. E. VAN WINKLE BELIEVES A 
PRACTICABLE MACHINE IS MADE. 


He Describes It—lt Will Gather 6,000 to 
10,000 Pounds a Day—The Machines 
to Be Made Here.

Mz. Van Winkle, president of the Van 
Winkle Gin and \Machinery Company, has 
just retured from New Ycrk, where he went 
for the purpose of examining a new cotton- 
picking machine. 

He comes back thoroughly convi@eed ‘that 
the problem has been solved; thaf¥ghe ma- 
chine is a practical affair, and will pick from 
6,000 to 10,000 pounds of cotton a day. 

It is owned by the New York Cotton Har- 
vester Company, of which Mr. Isaac Blum is 
president. , 

Mr. Blum is of the firm of Leon and Isaa 
Blum, of Galveston and New York; a gentle- 
man of large means, and a member of one of 
the largest commercial houses in the United 
States. 

“The machine,” said Mr. Van Winkle yes 
terday, ‘“‘was originally started in Texas, but 
on Mr. Blum’s becoming connected with if, it 
was carried to New York, and the highest 
mechanical and inventive talent that could be 
obtained was secured to perfect the machine. 
It has finally been made a complete success.” 

A DESCRIPTION OF IT. 

‘The three leading features for a machine 
to pick cotton,” contined Mr. Van Winkle, 
“are, an arrangement to pick one part of the 
plant without disturbing the rest. The pickers 
are light and very flexible stecl brushes that 
will first pick over the lower part of the plant 
asthat all fruits at first. The underlying 
platform isa wonderful ingenious thing. It 
opens at the slightest pressure for the plant to 
pass through, but still it collects all that falls 
on it and passes it to the rear of the machine. 
This platform runs very close to the ground, 
and strikes or comes in contact with the stem 
or base stalk of the plant only, and is as easily 
parted on its surface as passing a stick through 
the surface of water. The third feature is a 
gathering elevator, which gathers the cotton 
that is passed to it and deposits it into a sack 
on the rear of the machine. 

‘These elements of the machine are the ele- 
ments of. success. Of course,a good deal of 
trash and hulls are collected with the cotton, 
but only in the last picking. The machine 
will gather from 6,000 to 10,000 pounds of cot- 
tonaday. This will enable the planter to take 
advantage of the weather, and the cotton will 
be easily saved. The question of trash and 
hulls in the cotton is not a materia! one, as we 
have perfected ginning machinery that en- 
tirely takes this out and greatly improves the 
market value of the lint. The dirt and hulls 
and trash in this machinery are not deposited 
together; the seed are kept separate by them- 
selves, thus adding to their value. In fact, 
cotton is now being picked by hand even 
more trashy than the machine does it, espe- 
cially in the great prairie sections of Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Texas. The planters cannot 
control the picking any more and must have it 
done when and how they can get it. The im- 
mense value of the cotton harvester may be 
judged when it isa well-known fact that to 
simply pick out the last crop cost at least 
$75,000,000, and the ginning and packing ex- 
pense is extra of this large amount. The 
machine is drawn by two horses, is light and 
durable, and will gather completely at least 90 
percentof all the cotton that is made on the 
plant.”’ 

It is very probable that the company will 
have their machinery manufactured in At- 
lanta, which will bring a very large and im- 
portant business here.

A few weeks ago the young girl was the 
pride and joy of ahappy home. Almost at a 
single biow she was bereft of mother and 
father—the mother a lunatic, the father a 
corpse. . 

The Pratt family was well known and well 
thought of in Atlanta, where they have been 
living a number of years. 

Captain Pratt, an auctioneer’ by profession, 
was 3 genial, whole-souled man, and in busi- 
ness andj;social relations was trusted and 
popular. Mrs. Pratt, the unfortunate wife and 
mother, was a woman of fine appearance and 
attainments. She wasthe daaghter of Mrs. 
Butts, of Milledgeville, and was admired by a 
large circle of friends. Her two daughters, 
Miss Jessie and Mrs. J. G. Latham, of Rich- 
land, Ga., are both handsome women, and 
until affliction overtook the mother the family 
was a happy one. | 

The husband’s grief for his poor stricken 
wife drove him to desperation, and it may be 
nerved him *o drink the suicidal draught. 

Last Christmas the shadow began falling 
upon the family. At that time the mother’s 
mind began to fail, the result of a protracted 
spell of sickness. Steadily she grew worse 
until last week, when it was determined that 
the mother should be placed in the asylum, 
where, if possible, she might be restored to 
reason, under the care of the skilled physicians 
of that institution. 

Last Saturday Captain Pratt and his wife 
took the train for Milledgeville, the lady be- 
lieving that she was going to see her mother, 
who lives there. 

But on reaching that city the lady was con- 
ducted to the asylum. It was a crushing blow 
to the devoted husband, and when he parted 
with his wife, going to the home of his mother- 
in-law to pass the night, he was in a very de- 
spondent frame of mind. 

All night he was in despair. frequently giv- 
ing way to bitter weeping. Sunday morning 
he was found in an unconscious condition by a 
servant, and before medical aid could ayail, 
was dead. 

Morphine and whisky were found upon a 
table in his valise. A large. dose of the 
poisonous drug had wooed him to the sleep 
that knows no waking. | 

It is believed that Captain Pratt’s death 
was accidental and not suicide. He had told 
Mr. Butts that he would have to take some- 
thing to put him to sleep, and it is possible that 
in his excited. condition he took an overdose 
of morphine. 

Beyond grief at his wife’s terrible affliction, 
no cause is known that could have induced 
Captain Pratt to take his own life. 

Captain Pratt was connected with the El 
Dorado auction house on Decatur street. He 
was not in the employ of Winn & Spencer as 
has been stated. 

At one time he was a member of the firm of 
Pratt & Kemble, who ran an auction house in 
the city. é > 

For the past ten or fifteen years he has 
handled the hammer at many public auction 
sales of merchandise and real estate, and by 
reason of this had gained a wide reputation. 

He had a witty and attractive way of his 
own in crying his bids,,and he will be missed 
in the profession. 

Captain Pratt’s body was buried in Mil- 
ledgeville.
